the water that should go to the trees. 


Mr. Hartwell: As to the bacteria in 


the soil, we have been taught that 
during the hottest season of the year 
the bacteria are doing their 
best 


work freeing from the soil the avail- 
able plant food; we have been led to 
believe that if we do not cover the 
land we do not bring about conditions 
where this work can go on, and are 
thus injuring our land.

H. Augustine: I am fully persuaded 


in my own mind that we have not 
yet learned the value of suusoiling our 
orchards. Suppose that I have n young 
orchard and have not subsolled it, can 
1 now safely go onto that ground and 
subsoil within five or six feet of the 
trees? 
1 believe that snbsoiljng has 


more to do with the holding of mois- 
ture in an orchard than most of us 
imagine.

SwU» ConHumption of Honer. 


In no country in the world is honey 


used 20 generally as in Switzerland. 
Throughout the country it 
is an 


article of daily 
coasnmptioa. 
At 


every hotel it i» served, with unfail- 
ing regularity, with the cafe complet; 
but the enormous demand has led to 
adulteration, and the purest honey is 
rarely found in the hotels. 
The 


ouvrier class consume it most largely. 
With his bread and butter the work- 
man always 
has honey. 
"It is 


healthy," he says truly, '-it builds up 
the body—and it is cheap." 


According to the most recent re- 


turns, there are about 230,000 hives 
in the whole country, or one to every 
twelve inhabitants, and the yield of a 
frame hive often reaches 100 pounds 
of^honey per season. Th» yield from 
a "skep." ho.vever, is much smaller; 
so that at an average of fifty pounds 
per hive, the honey harvest of Switzer- 
land may be taken ai 12,000,000 
pounds, or some four pounds per head 
of the resident population. 
These 


figu-es do not, of course, represent 
the actual ratio of consumption, as 
account must be taken of the arnonut 
consumed by the multitude of tourists. 


When it is remembered that the 


honey is gathered only from the be- 
ginning of .May until the end of July 
that gathered later being required for 
the bees' O Hn use, it will be seen how 
unresting is the energy of the little 
workers.

the chief it a great London jewelry 
firm. Tb«se capitalists equip and Reed 
out fleet* of from twenty to thirty 
moderate-sized schooners upon annual 
cruises, and employ in the pursuit, 
besides European officers and super- 
cargoes, m«ny hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, of native divers. 


It may be information to many that 


the chief revenue of the pearl fishing 
industry is derived not from the pearl* 
— a very uncertain contingency — but 
from the pearl shells, or mother-of- 
pearl, which brings in the market $100 
a .ion and upward. As an illustration 
of this, while the West Aatitraliau 
pearl fisheries netted in one year 
$400,000 from the shell*, the returns 
from the find of pearl* was valued at 
a little more than $150,000, or about 
one-third. In this respect, while the 
pearls found in the Sulas are of the 
finest quality, the mother of pearl ia 
sometimes characterized by a yellow- 
ish tint, which renders it less valuable 
commercially than that, obtained on 
the adjacent Australian faankc. 


This actual diving operations ara 


carried on chiefly by the natives, 
though of late years European?, with 
diving apparatus, have in some in- 
stances been employed. 
The fonner 


method is simplicity itself. 
The 


diver being denuded of hia clothes 
and provided with a knife and a small 
net bag in which to gather the shells, 
and having a forty-pound stone at- 
tached to his feet, draws a deep 
breath, and is let rapidly down by » 
rope into the transparent wateis. The 
depth at which pearl diving is gener- 
ally carried on is from thirty to forty 
feet, though depths of eighty feet 
have been thus reached in ^ *-sw 1*1— 
stances. 
Onus at the bottom, the 


diver quickly proceeds to cut the 
shells from the rocks i$ his neighbor- - 
hood, and while filling his .bag re- 
mains under water for ja period of 
sixty to a hundred seconds. 


"While thns engaged the divers ar& 


sometimes subject to the attaeks of 
sharks, but they find a far deadlier* 
enemy in the exhausting nature of 
their work, carried; on beneath, the 
waters of the tropics. Their lives are 
generally of short duration after once 
adopting the profession. 
' 


When a vessel has received its full 


capacity of from twenty to thirty 
thousand shells, it is put into the 
shore, where the cargo is landed and 
piled high on the beach for the sun to 
assist in causing tiae decomposition of_ 
the dead fish, so that the pearls may 
be the more easily obtained. Bering; 
the cleaning and •washing process 
great care is exercised in order to dis- 
cover the loose pearls, which, being 
nearly all perfect spheres, are th^ 
most valuable for stringing or necfe-' 
lace purposes; after -which the shells 
are examined for those that may re- 
main attached, furnishing the many 
quaint shapes to be seen in jeweler ".a 
windows. Pearls of value are seldom 
discovered in shells under four years 
of age — the age being computed by 
the weight of the shells — and eight 
years, it would seem, being the ex- 
treme limit of pearl mussel longevity. 


The pearls foand in the 8aki« are £ 


remarkable for their fine white color 
anil soft iridescent sheen, and up tilt 


specially prepared tools. 
The designs 


furnished by makers of Vene.tiou iron- 
ware can be copied with the wire. 
The basket should be woven around a 
glass bowl or flower-pot. 


"When finished, coat the surface of 


the wire with hot glue. Meanwhile 
melt a sufficient quantity of alum to 
cover the wire.
